Shelton State begins 
tours of new campus. 

Beginning Tuesday, July 
9, Shelton State will offer 
organized tours of the new 
campus on Tuesday 
mornings and Thursday 
afternoons. The tours on 
Tuesdays will begin at 10 
a.m. while the tours 
scheduled for Thursdays will 
start at 1 p.m. All tours 
will begin in Room 1111 on 
the new campus and will last 
approximately 30-40 
minutes. Trained tour 
guides who are members of 
the college's staff will host 
the tours. 

Shelton also offers 
special group and VIP tours 
of the new campus. We are 
anxious for the community 
to see our new facility and 
are happy to schedule tours 
for the community. 

This first phase of 
construction includes a main 
building encompassing 
262,000 square feet 
roughly half of the total area 
to be incorporated in the 
final plans. The main 
building houses 1 4 technical 
and occupational programs, 
the college's Wellness 
Center, a cafeteria, and a 


gymnasium. There are 
classrooms for general use 
as well as a 23 5 -seat lecture 
room fully equipped for 
telecommunications down- 
links and multimedia 
presentations. In addition, 
a 1 6,400 square-foot 
building for welding, diesel 
mechanics, and truck driving 
classes has been completed 
on the grounds near the 
main building.

FOR COUNTY 
SCHOOL 
OFFICIALS 

Recently 15 resentatives 
from the Tuscaloosa County 
School, System attended a 
workshop that was held on 
Shelton's new campus. As 
part of the three-hour 
workshop, college 

representatives offered 


insight and information on 
Shelton's TEAMSpirit 
model and how it could be 
used by the Tuscaloosa 
County School System in 
site-based management. 
The workshop also included 
a tour of the college's new 
facilities. 

According to Johnny 
Parker, director of process 
improvement, it's easy to 
talk about 'quality' but doing 
'quality' is a lot more 
difficult. "Doing quality 
requires a change in 
organizational culture and a 
well reasoned 
implementation plan that is 
effectively communicated to 
all employees," Parker said. 

"TQM is about value; 
how we value our 
customers, primarily our 
students but also parents, 
alumni, employees, 
employers, officials, and 
taxpayers. Unlike old 
committees, teams are fun. 
Team members look 
forward to team meetings 
and activities. Maintaining 
teamwork, enthusiasm and 
commitment is vital to 
success. Team facilitators 
ensure that team 
maintenance activities are 
balanced with content 
activities. If teams are not
